FCI drug traffic: it exists, 
but not I ike on the street

Men are put on ice for possessing heroin and 
marijuana. Yet, if they want, they usually can continue 
their use of drugs in prison. 
Drug possession is as illegal in the cooler as it is out in 
the street, of course. 
The availability of drugs at the Federal Correctional 
Institution at Lompoc is no exception, admits Lt. Wayne 
E. Ryun, FCI investigative supervisor. It is his job to 
investigate all crimes committed on the prison grounds, 
including introduction and possession of dope. 
"We think we are effective in controlling drugs here,' 
he said last week, “ we do search the ¿nmates; but if they 
want to get it m the institution, they can. ” 
Since Jan. 15, drug violations have been discovered at 
the minimum security FCI camp and the high security, 
main prison institution that is surrounded by two cyclone 
fences and numerous gun towers. 
The violations, judged Ryun, were mostly minor in 
nature: inmates in possession of a marijuana cigarette 
or two. of cigarette paper smeared with hashish oil, or of 
paraphernalia. Two violations were “ more serious” 
though: two inmates were found with hashish oil. 
He explained that hashish oil is made through a 
process of boiling down hemp. Inmates dip a pin in the oil 
and smear it across a cigarette; the tiny streak delivers 
a potent high. 
FCI officials know how drugs are introduced to the 
main institution, assured the 36-year-old Ryun. 
“ It comes through the visiting room, carried in by 
visitors, normally in balloons. The inmates will swallow 
it and go back to their cell and throw it up. 
"Of course, we make a full search of an inmate, but 
that is one area we can’t search,” he said. 
Visitors are not extensively searched; they are asked if 
they have any contraband with them (like knives or 
dope), and the correctional officer on duty may look 
through a woman’s purse or inspect a man’s heavy coat. 
Ryun remarked, “ We could have complete control of 
drugs, but we would have to go back a long ways. We try 
to treat people as human beings. We could shake-down 
visitors of put glass between visitors and inmates and 
have them talk on telephones. But that would be a big 
step back. 
"Personal contact is damn important. The support 
inmates get from their families and wives keep their feet 
on the ground. A lot of them have burned bridges to come 
here; this is a time to build bridges,” he added 
philosophically. 
In the past two years — since Ryun became the I S. — 


correctional 
officers 
have 
caught three 
visitors 
concealing contraband. Two women carried dope and 
another woman had a knife. 
One incident was when a nervous woman became 
suspect by a correctional officer. She was led to an office 
and Ryun, who was quickly called in, contacted the FBI 
in Santa Maria. 
Eight balloons of heroin, marijuana, and procaine 
were discovered in the lining of her handbag 
“ One thing people don’t realize,” Ryun reminded, "is 
that correctional officers here can arrest visitors for 
violations.” 
The woman was positively identified, let go — minus 
the contraband — and later ordered to court. She 
received three year’s probation for a crime that carries a 
maximum ten-year prison sentence 
When an inmate is found in possession of drugs, it is 
Ryun’s job to conduct an initial investigation and refer 
the case to the FBI. The bureau does a thorough 
investigation and feeds the info to the U.S. Attorney’s 
office in L.A. 
If there is enough evidence, that office will authorize 
prosecution. 
Most violations, however, are handled by the U.S. 
Magistrate Richard Wood from San Luis Obispo when he 
holds court on Vandenberg Air Force Base because “ it 
saves everybody time and money.” 
“ Inmates have the option. If they want to go to L.A. for 
a full jury trial, they can,” noted Ryun. 
Depending on the drug violation degree, an inmate will 
get a two-month to a one-year prison sentence, which he 
may serve concurrently or consecutively to his present 
sentence, whatever the judge decides. 
The investigative supervisor believes that a small 
amount of dope is smuggled into the main institution 
through the FCI camp, smuggled in by visitors. 
He said, “ Almost all drugs come into the camp through 
visitors; it’s such an open situation out there There’s no 
problem to get it.” 
Yet he believes there isn’t a drug "problem” at FCI 
because large quantities have never been found, so they 
are probably non-existent anywhere in the prison. 
“ I surmise, because of the impression people have 
from old Cagney movies, they think that drugs and 
assaults are rampant in prisons. That isn’t so. Not in 
federal prisons — at least not at FCI," Ryun declared. 
What would officials do if drugs were a problem at 
FCI? 
He paused and then said, “ I don’t know what we would 
do, but we would sure as hell not go back to the old 
system of putting cages between visitors and inmates. ”

Soviets put 
missiles near 
Red Sea 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Defense 
Secretary James R Schlesinger said 
today the Soviet Union has for the first 
time placed missiles at the port of 
Berbera, Somalia, which is located near 
the mouth of the Red Sea. 
Schlesinger made the announcement 
during congressional hearings on Diego 
Garcia, a small island located in the 
Indian Ocean, where the United States is 
constructing a naval supply base 
“ Although we would strongly prefer to 
see no Soviet buildup of military 
presence in this region, it appears that 
the U.S.S.R. intends to undertake such a 
buildup,” Schlesinger said 
“Since an effective military balance is 
essential to the preservation of regional 
security and stability in this area of 
great importance to the economic well­ 
being of the industrialized world, we feel 
we should have logistical facilities 
which would permit us to maintain a 
credible presence ” 
Berbera is located in the Gulf of Aden, 
which is a water link between the Red 
Sea and the Indian Ocean 
Schlesinger told the Senate Arms 
Services 
Committee 
about 
aerial 
reconnaissance photographs of a missile 
repair and storage base 
"Most recently we have noted the 
presence of missiles at this facility,” he 
said. 
Schlesinger said the photographs 
found surface-to-surface missiles and 
air-to-surface missiles. He said the 
Russians were building a combat base in 
Berbera.

SLA pair 
smirks at 
conviction 


SACRAMENTO,

- 
Joseph Remiro and Russell Little, the 
only two "soldiers” of the terrorist 
Symbionese Liberation Army ever to 
stand trial, were convicted Monday 
night of the cyanide-bullet murder of 
Oakland Schools Superintendent Marcus 
Foster. 
The mustachioed defendants, who at 
the outset denounced the nearly 11-week 
trial as a “ Walt Disney Special,” 
smirked and chatted nonchalantly as the 
foreman of the eight-woman, four-man 
jury announced the verdict. 
Remiro, 28, a swarthy veteran of the 
Vietnam war, and Little, 25, a boyish­ 
faced 
college drop-out, 
also were 
convicted of the attempted murder of 
Foster’s 
assistant, 
Robert 
W. 
Blackburn. 
The two educators were shot to death 
in an assassination-style ambush the 
night of Nov. 6,1973. 
Superior Court Judge Elvin Sheehy, 
who came out of retirement to preside 
over the trial of the two white defen­ 
dants, set sentencing for June 27. They 
face a life term in prison and could be 
eligible for parole in seven years. 
The day after the killings, the SLA in 
its first public pronouncement claimed 
responsibility for the attack and said 
Foster was killed by cyanide-tipped 
bullets for crimes against the children 
and the people.” The SLA accused 
Foster of seeking federal anticrime 
funds to put “ police with riot shotguns” 
in the schools. 
Three months later, the SLA abducted 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst, who 
subsequently renounced her family and 
joined the terrorist band 
Little and Remiro, who took the SLA 
names of Oceola and Boe, respectively, 
also must stand trial for attempted 
murder of a Concord policeman the day 
of their arrest, attempted escape from 
jail and assaulting a jail guard. A

murder case was set for Friday.

Public Defender James Jenner of 
Oakland, who represented Little, said 
the defendants “ expected that kind of 
verdict” and they looked upon the guilty 
finding as “ predestined prophecy.” 
He said he would seek a new trial on 
grounds of prejudicial pretrial publicity 
and because the all-white jury did not 
represent the racial makeup of Alameda 
County where the slaying occurred.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, pledged today that his 
select Senate committee will probe 
beyond the Rockefeller Commission’s 
report on alleged CIA wrongdoing and 
disclose all of the facts to the public. 
Church’s statement anticipated the 
release publicly tonight by President 
Ford of a 299-page report prepared by 
the special presidential commission 
headed by Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. 
The report was to be sent to Church’s 
committee and the Justice Department 
along with a secret document detailing 
the commission’s unfinished inves­ 
tigation of alleged Central Intelligence 
Agency plots to assassinate foreign 
leaders.

material. Justice Department attorneys 
began

hypothetical 
situations 
for 
prosecution 
of CIA 
personnel or others in connection with 
the assassination plots. 
Church, chairman of a special Senate 


CIA investigation, meanwhile implied 
criticism of Ford and the commission 
for failing to complete and disclose its 
investigation on assassination plots. 
“ In this case,” he said, “ the buck will 
stop with the Senate committee. ” 
Oiurch promised his committee would 
pick up its investigation where the 
Rockefeller commission stopped and 
then “ make a full disclosure” of its 
findings. 
Ford announced Monday night that he

interest” and Rockefeller told reporters 
on Capitol Hill today the commission 
failed to complete that part of the 
investigation because the members 
insisted on returning to their other 
duties.

Rockefeller said his commission found 
"no massive violations” of the law or 
the CIA charter.

A Justice Department spokesman said 
officials in the criminal division already 
were 
discussing 
hypothetical

possibilities of prosecution, even before 
the assassination material was received 
from the White House. 


Ford denied “ any possibility of any 
coverup” 
in 
withholding 
public 
disclosure of “ extremely sensitive” 
matter on alleged political assassination 
plots going back 15 to 20 years. He said 
this, and other material would go to 
Attorney General Edward Levi for 
possible prosecution.

Fighters Union approved a new salary 
package at 1.15 a m today in Buellton. 
One

said

approval was “ overwhelming ” County 
Administrative Officer Ray Johnson 
said the agreement provides for a five 
per cent pay hike effective July 28, with 
provision that striking employes would 
suffer a 12-week delay in the effective 
day date 
Eighteen of the fire fighters returned 
to work last Thursday, four days after 
the strike began. 
Major issue was work hours. The new 
pact reduces hours per week from 66 to 
60 as a result of emergency legislation 
written by Assemblyman Gary Hart and 
signed into law by Gov. Edmund Brown 
Sunday night in an eleventh-hour bid to 
end the strike. The law released $247,000 
in county funds collected to hire more 
firemen The money had been collected 
from a fire district tax but held up by a 
court action Brown’s action frees the 
money for use 
The contract also provides for a six- 
month period of disciplinary probation, 
Johnson said, and firemen have agreed 
to pay for damage caused to equipment

paid bribes to influence foreign officials. 
Thomas V. Jones, who flew back from 
Europe to testify before a Senate 
subcommittee investigating Northrop’s 
activities, offered a broad apology for 
embarrassment 
caused 
the 
United 
States, 
foreign 
countries 
and 
individuals. 
“ I regret and apologize for any 
embarrassments that has been caused to 
the United States and those countries 
and individuals with whom we have had 
long and friendly relationships,” he 
said. 
At 
one 
point 
in 
his 
prepared 
statement, Jones said, “ I am confident 
that the findings of these investigations 
and certainly those that will emerge 
from your hearings will enable us to 
correct the mistakes we have made.” 
Jones, who is also chief executive 
officer of the areospace company, noted 
that the corporation utilized the service 
of sales agents and commission agents 
abroad as an efficient way of making 
inroads into foreign markets.

Ford's veto of 
mining bill stands 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
refused today to override President 
Ford’s veto of a bill to crack down on 
strip mining of coal, a major energy 
resource. 
It was the third time this year that the 
large Democratic majority in the House 
failed to overrule Ford. Ford has vetoed 
11 bills since last the beginning of this 
Congress and the Democrats, who hold 
enough seats to override, have failed to 
do so on a single measure. 
Environmentalists and Democrats, 
led by Rep. Morris Udall of Arizona, had 
maneuvered for three weeks to pass the 
bill over his veto. 
Had it become law, the bill would have 
set strict federal standards for surface 
mining of coal, banned strip mining in 
some areas and placed it under strict 
state enforcement in others 
Backers of the legislation tried to 
discredit administration claims it would 
curb Ford’s plans to make the nation 
self-sufficient in energy and wipe out 
thousands of jobs at a critical economic 
time. 
"There is nothing in our bill that will 
limit coal production,” argued Rep. 
Patsy Mink, D-Hawaii, during floor 
debate. 
But House Republican Leader John 
Rhodes of Arizona called the bill “ anti- 
consumerism, antiemployment 
and 
said it would "add another 16 per cent to 
the cost of electric utility rates. ” 
Speaker Carl Albert endorsed the bill 
but admitted to reporters before the 
vote that Democrats were shy of the 
two-thirds majority needed to override.

Convicts holding 15 in vault

Israeli Prime Minister Yitz­ 
hak Rabin flew to Washington 
today 
armed 
with cabinet 
authorization to match the 
Egyptians 
concession 
for 
concession in search for an 
interim peace settlement in the 
Sinai Desert. 
Diplomatic sources in Wash­ 
ington said Rabin would seek 
guarantees of renewed U.S. 
arms deliveries to underwrite 
any new interim Middle East 
agreement. 
While Rabin pledged to *‘do 
my best" to reach a settlement 
in talks with President Ford 
and Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger, Syria and Jordan 
moved 
to strengthen their 
military ties in the struggle 
against Israel. 
Syrian 
President 
Hafez 
Assad arrived in the Jordanian 
capital of Amman today at 
start of a three-day state visit 
—the first by a Syrian head of 
state in 18 years. 
King Hussein, once labeled a 
"traitor to the Arab cause" by 
Syria, greeted Assad at the 
airport to begin a new chapter 
in the turbulent relation^ip 
between the two Arab neigh­ 
bors. 
As 
Assad 
arrived, 
Gen. 
Habes Majali, commander of 
the Jordanian army, said there 
was 
complete 
coordination 
between Syria and Jordan and 
that the Jordanian army was 
the "strong left flank" of the 
Syrian forces. He said they 
were making all preparations 
toward the war effort and that 
war was inevitable if Israel 
failed to withdraw from Arab 
territory. 


Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmi meanwhile flew 
to London for three days of 


talks with the British govern­ 
ment on Middle East peace 
prospects, trade and a possible 
$1 billion arms deal involving 
jet fighter planes, helicc^ters, 
missile, radar and infantry 
weapons. 


Rabin declined to predict the 
chances of reaching a new 
accord with Egypt and said he 
was not taking with him any 
specific peace proposals. 


"n i try to do my best in the 
talks with the President and his 
advisers to analyze and to 
reach understanding about the 
best way to move toward 
peace," Rabin told newsmen at 
BerhOurion International Air­ 
port. 


Rabin said that during his 
talks with Ford and Kissinger 
Wednesday and Thursday, he 
would get details on the talks 
the two U.S. leaders held last 
week with Egyptian President 
Anwar 
Sadat 
at Salzburg, 
Austria. 


Only then, Rabin said, would 
he be able to judge "if there 
was enough movement on the 
part of Egypt to allow the 
continuation of the talks." 


Kissinger’s last diplomatic 
mission to the Middle East 
broke down March 22 when 
Israel refused to meet Egypt’s 
demands for the return of the 
Gidi and Mitla Passes as well 
as the Abu Rudeis oil fields in 
the Sinai. 


Diplomatic sources in Wa^> 
ington said Israel would need 
continued* m ilitary 
and 
economic assistance since the 
only concessions it could make 
to Egypt would be territorial 
ones 
that 
would 
weaken 
Israel’s defensive position. 


VANCOUVER, B.C. (U PIl — Three convicts serving life 
sentences for murder or attempted murder today held 15 hostages 
at knifepoint in a cramped prison vault, demanding a helicopter, 
an airplane and safe passage out of the country. 
In OtUwa, the federal cabinet met in emergency session to 
consider their demands. 
Solicitor^Oeneral Warren Allmand, in charge of Canada’s 
prisons, was in Toronto on business and officials said it was not 
known whether he would return to Ottawa to meet with Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau and other cabinet members. 
Police sharpshooters took up positions at the fortress-like 
concrete British Columbia Penitentiary in nearby New West­ 
minister. A prison guard said tear gas could be used to flush out 
the convicts. 


Prison officials reported no one hurt in the pri.son drama that 
began Monday morning when the convicts sei%d the hostages. 
Prison officials said earlier that any decision to give in to the 
convicts’ demands would have to be made by the federal 
government in Ottawa. 
Prison director Dragan Cernetic said the trio "appeared to 
understand that these things take some time. They have not given 
us a deadline, and they seem to be fairly reasonable in their 
demands.” 
But radio newsman Gary Bannerman, who acted as a go- 
between Monday, said "the situation is either they get what they 
want or lives are going to be lost” 


Officials said the three — Douglas Lucas, 20, Andy Bruce, 26, 
and Clair Daniel Wilson, 25 —demanded a helicopter to fly them 
and the hostages to Vancouver International Airport and a plane 
to take them from the country. 
The convicts seized their hosUges Monday, three days after 
another convict. Dale Otto Remling, escaped from a prison in 
Jackson, Mich., aboard a helicopter. Remling was recaptured 30 
hours later. 
Lucas, Bruce and Wilson held their hostages inside a cramped, 
windowless 14 by-18-foot stone and steel vault. They kept a long 
kitchen knife to the throat of one woman hostage throughout 
Monday, officials said. 
Identities of the hostages were not disclosed immediately. 
The vault’s only door opened into a room of classification 
offices, where armed prison guards kept constant watch. 
Lawyer Brian Williams, also called in to act as intermediary at 
the convicts’ reque.st, said no hostages had been harmed. One 
woman told him "we’re being well treated," he said. 
Officials of 
the federal 
penitentiary 
in nearby 
New 
Westminster, which houses about 500 inmates, provided convicts 
and hostages with sandwiches, drinks and a portable toilet. The 
institution is some 20 miles from Vancouver. 
The trio first seized 18 hostages, including two other inmates, at 
a meeting with classification officers in the offices adjacent to the 
vault. 
They later released the two fellow prisoners and set free one 
staff member because of his heart condition.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — Congressional inMrtion on a bill to 
provide supplemental funds for a variety of agencies now 
threatens to have a financial impact on more than 50 million 
Americans. 
They are faced with a delay —for lack of government money 
—in 
getting 
veterans 
benefits 
checks, 
unemployment 
compensation. Social Security bonuses and possibly food sUmps 
and civil service pay increases. 


The 115 billion appropriations bUl has been enUngled in a debate 
between the House and Senate over how much money should be 
spent to put up to 40,000 jobless rail employes to work improving 
railroad beds. 


The House handled the bill Monday for the fourth time since 
mid-April and sent it back to the Senate, insisting on only |5 
million for the rail provision. "ГЬе Senate has been insisting on 1175 
million. 


Because of the deadlock, some federal programs either have 
run out of money or face that prospect by the end of the week. 


The Veterans Administration Monday missed a third deadline 
this month for issuance of GI Bill education benefit checks and 
said 159,000 veterans now have failed to get scheduled payments. 
'The toUl could run up to 500,000 by month’s end if the bill is not 
enacted. 
The 8bO bonus checks for 33 million Social Security recipients, 
passed as part of the tax cut bill that gave other Americans a 
rebate, also have been delayed.

CLEVELAND (U PI) - Wil­ 
liam Perkins, 29, North Canton, 
Ohio, a former Ohio National 
Guai^sman, 
testified 
today 
that students "were rushing 
us” 
just 
moments 
before 
guardsmen fired into a group of 
demonstrators at Kent State 
University. 
Perkins, 
who 
began 
his 
testimony Monday, said he had 
"felt surrounded" as guards­ 
men marched up a hill towards 
the point from which they 
turned and fired into the 
student demonstrators. 
Perkins, under cross exami­ 
nation. said that after guards­ 
men began to fire, the students 
"were diving on the ground and 
running down the hill taking 
cover.” 
Perkins and Joseph Lewis, 
23, Scappoose, Ore, one of the 
wounded students, showed dif­ 
ferent recollections of the 
events when they testified 
Monday. 
Lewis said he was about 60 
feet from the guardsmen when 
they turned and fired and there 
were no students nearer than 
that point. 
Some students were as near 
as 30 feet, Perkins testified 
Monday and added, " I’d say 100 
students” 
were 
near 
guardsmen at the time of the 
shootings. 
That discrepancy is one of 
the key unresolved points in the 
May 4, 1970, national tragedy. 
It is at question in the civil trial 
which opened its fourth week 
before U.S. District Judge 
Donald Young. 


Lewis, the other eight stu­ 
dents who were wounded, and 
the parents of the four who 
were kUled are asking about 
$48 million in damages from

Guardsmen. 
Perkins said he fired five of 
the eight rounds in his Ml clip 
into the air. 'The other three 
misfired, he said, and he had to 
manually eject them. 
And like Lawrence Shafer, 
the other defendant to testify to 
date, Perkins recalled hearing 
virtually no orders during the 
critical period. 
While the Guardsmen were 
on a practice football field, he 
said, he heard an order either 
to kneel, or to kneel and point 
weapons in the direction of 
rock-throwing 
students.

Paris prostitutes expelled by police 


PARIS (UPI) — Police expelled hundreds of prostitutes today 
from French churches where they were holding sitdown "strikes" 
to back their demands for better treatment by society. 
But shortly after the action. President Valery Giscard d’Es- 
taing acknowledged the prostitutes’ rebellion raised a problem 
that had to be solved humanely, not by police nightsticks. 
'The president, who vowed upon his election 13 months ago he 
would free France from the shackles of outmoded traditions, 
announced that a cabinet minister will be charged with solving the 
problem of the world’s oldest profession. 
Scuffles and angry words filled the darkened aisles of houses of 
worship in Paris and in provincial towns as police in pre-dawn 
darkness broke into the sancUiaries held by the rebellious 
prostitutes, and ejected them into the streets. 
"We will be back shortly,” vowed a red-haired prostitute, 
swinging her bag at policemen who roused her group of sleeping 
protesters and ejected them into the street from the Saint 
Bernard chapel in the Montparnasse railroad station district. 
"We will sU^ paying all police fines as of today", said a 
spokeswoman of the prostitutes thrown out from churches in 
Marseille, the sprawling Mediterranean harbor. 


The prostitutes, charging no one was interested m their 
exploitation by the society and their harassment by both pimps 
and the vice squad, moved into a number of Roman Catholic 
shrines with mattresses, sleeping bags and blankets last week in a 
peaceful nationwide strike action -the first such strike in history. 
Loud protests from traditional conservative quarters soon gave 
rise to a national debate on a problem past governments had 
swept under the carpet. 
However, church officials, including Archbishop of Paris Msgr. 
Francois Marty, spoke out against hasty judgment of the 
prostitutes’ action. 


Speaking at a public rally last week Andre Jarrot, Minister of 
the Quality of Life — another Giscard creation —said the radical 
post-war measures closing licenced bordellos were a national 
calamity. 
Interior Minister Michel Popiatowski ordered police to evict the 
prostitutes from the churches under a variety of public order bills. 
But government officials said the police expulsion and the 
President’s announcement were coordinated executive decisions.

Approval of the measures by 
the legislature was expected. 


as was approval by Gov. Hugh 
Carey, who left instructions 
with aides to be awakened as 
soon as both chambers ap­ 
proved the measure. 
According to Donald Smiley, 
head of R. H. Macy’s and Co. 
and one of the four fiscal 
advisers appointed by Carey, 
legislative approval would trig­ 
ger enough fiscal assistance to 
get the city through Wednesday 
when it must redeem |792 
million in matured securities.

ing the dollar. 
The ministers also said they 
would appoint a commission to 
lay the groundwork for a 
substantial rise —30 per cent or 
more —in oil prices when the 
current OPEC price freeze 
ends Oct 1. Even use of the 
SDRs was expected to raise 
gasoline in the United States 
one to one and a half cents a 
gallon. 
It appeared that most dele­ 
gates to the meeting felt that 
the U.S. compromise on energy 
discussions, offered last month 
by Secretary of State Henry A.

Employes pay $3 million tax — play money

More than 100,000 current and 
former state employes will 
soon be receiving checks for up 
to $83 million in retroactive 
salaries plus interest as a 
result of a U S Supreme Court 
decision. 
The high court in Washington 
Monday issued a ruling opening 
the way for immediate pay­ 
ment of the back salaries The 
action climaxed a two-year 
effort by California to overturn 
a ruling of the now defunct Cost 
of 
Living 
Council 
which 
blocked the payment. 
State officials said paychecks 
will be prepared for mailing 
next week 
The checks will 
average about $500 for each 
worker, said the California 
State Employes’ Association 
The payment will be followed 
later by a separate check for 
interest. 


The 
employe 
group 
estimated the retroactive pay 
could total $100 million with 
interest included 


The Supreme Court rejected 
an appeal by the U.S. Justice 
Department challenging Cali­ 
fornia’s attempt to make the 
retroactive salary payments 
which had been vetoed as 
inflationary by the Cost of 
Living Council. 
At issue were wage increases 
averaging 11 9 per cent author­ 
ized for state workers under 
the administration of former 
Gov. Ronald Reagan for the 
fiscal year starting July 1,1973. 
The council ordered the raises 
trimmed by an average 4.2 per 
cent 
The state challenged the 
action and set aside $83 million 
to cover the additional 4.2 per 
cent raises for the 10-month 


period, July 1, 1973 to April 30, 
1974 when the council’s authori­ 
ty lapsed. 
State Controller Ken Cory 
announced 
his 
staff 
began 
processing the checks immedi­ 
ately and they would be mailed 
starting 
next 
Monday 
He 
estimated 
102,000 
persons 
would benefit. 
The rate of interest for the 
money, 
accrued 
over 
two 
years, is under review by the 
legislature and those checks 
will be distributed later, Cory 
said. 
Other state officials and the

million of the total $83 million 
would go for back wages while

Brown's $11.6 billion spending plan 
squeaks through in partisan showdown 


SACRAMENTO (UPIl — A 
Democratic legislator recover­ 
ing from open heart surgery 
Monday broke an Assembly 
Republican 
stranglehold 
on 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s 
proposed 
state 
budget and 
freed a bottled up tax revision 
bill. 
In an extraordinarily bitter 
partisan showdown, freshman 
Assemblyman Curtis Tucker of 
Inglewood, who was released 
from a hospital last Thursday, 


cast the crucial 54th vote 
needed to pass the budget bill 
and 
to 
approve 
legislation 
making it easier to tax big 
business. 
Minority Republicans, who 
had stymied the $11.6 billion 
budget proposal for 10 days and 
held up passage of the tax 
measure for weeks, accused 
Democratic Assembly Speaker 
Leo T. McCarthy of running 
“ roughshod” and “ trampling” 
over them. 
Both the budget (SB199 > and 
the tax plan (ACA23» required 
at least 54 votes,or a two- thirds 
margin, 
for 
approval. 
Normally, 
Democrats could 
have 
easily 
passed 
each 
without GOP help, but one 


Democratic seat is vacant and 
Tucker was hospitalized 
With his physician as escort, 
the drawn and pale 57-year-old 
lawmaker was flown by com- 
merical jet to Sacramento 
from Los Angeles and driven to 
the Capitol where he walked to 
his 
Assembly 
desk 
while 
grasping McCarthy’s arm for 
support. 
Tucker joined Democrats in 
voting 54-25 passage to the 
spending plan over a solid bloc 
of GOP opposition. The meas­ 
ure went to the Senate, was 
routinely rejected and thrown 
into a Senate-Assembly confer­ 
ence committee which tradi­ 
tionally 
writes 
the 
final 
legislative 
version 
of 
the 
budget. It must be on Brown's 
desk by Sunday midnight. 
Afterward, Tucker, who said 
he left his recovery bed because 
" I knew Leo needed the vote,”

Capitalizing on Tucker’s re­ 
turn,

shelf where it had languished 


for lack of Democratic votes to 
approve 
it. 
An 
identical 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment was killed last February 
for lack of two Democratic 
votes. 
Tucker again cast the 54th 
and go-ahead vote, although he 
was in McCarthy's office and 
not at his desk Republicans 
consented to allow someone 
else to push his "aye” vote 
button. He returned to Ingle­ 
wood in the afternoon. 
Subject to voter approval, the 
measure would reduce from a 
two-thirds to a simple majority 
the margin required for the 
legislature

reduce taxes paid by corpora­

“ We have been trampled a 
bit,” protested Assembly GOP 
leader 
Robert 
Beverly 
of 
Manhattan Beach. 
He accused McCarthy of 
having ‘‘run roughshod over the 
minority” and doing so with 
"some disregard for Tucker’s 
health.” 
Tucker sent word to Beverly 
on Friday that if he were able 
to vote for the budget he would 
do so and asked Beverly to 
arrange a Republican "cour­

refused. 
Such votes are exceedingly 
rare, although transporting ill 
legislators to Sacramento for 
key votes occurs occasionally.

Republican 
officeholder, and Paul Haerle, 
the chairman of the state GOP, 
have begun a drive to line up 
support for Ford’s nomination 
here, it was reported today, 
drawing criticism from the 
Reagan camp and Reagan 
himself. 
"Younger and Haerle are in 
the 
process 
of 
contacting 
various 
C alifo rn ia 
Republicans, notifying them of 
their decision to opt for Mr. 
Ford over Reagan and inviting 
them to join the Ford team,” 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
Times 
reported. 
"The Ford campaign people 
are moving aggressively in the 
absence of a Reagan decision,” 
on whether to formally contest 
the nomination, the newspaper 
said, angering Reagan backers 
who feel the party structure 
should remain neutral. 


The 
Reagan 
camp 
said 
Younger’s move was no sur­ 
prise because 
although 
he 
served in the Reagan adminis­ 
tration, he was never part of 
Reagan’s inner circle. 


But they resented Haerle, of 
San Francisco, taking sides, 
with 
Reagan 
leading 
the 
criticism. 
"I would assume that the 
official party organization and 
its officers would consider it 
their obligation 
to 
remain 
neutral,” Reagan said Monday 
when asked about Haerle s 
action. "There is no guarantee 
that there will be an uncontest­ 
ed primary next year," Reagan 
said, still keeping open the 
possibility he may challenge 
Ford for the nomination 
Reagan has been stumping 
the country for conservatism, 
but has said repeatedly that a 
decision on whether to enter 
the presidential race, as a 


Republican or a third party 
candidate, 
is 
"somewhere 
down the road . " 
Mike Montgomery of South 
Pasadena, No. 2 man to Haerle 


in the state GOP heirarchy, 
said Haerle “ said he was going 
to endorse the President and 1 
asked him not to. I don’t think 


the party chairman should 
become involved in a presiden­ 
tial primary fight.” 


But if Haerle publicly sides 
with Ford, Montgomery war­ 
ned, " I ’m going to endorse 
Reagan.” 


Thomas Campbell of Fresno, 
secretary of the state Republi­ 
can Central Committee and 
president of the California 
Republican Assembly, said he 
feared "people would read too 


many things into Paul’s (Haer- 
le’si endorsement of Mr. Ford. 
They’ll think this carries the 
purported support of Mr. Ford 
by 
the 
official 
party 
in 
California, and it obviously 
doesn’t.” 


But, he said, the longer 
Reagan delays a decision "the 
deeper grows the dilemma now 
facing his long time friends 
who are being asked to join Mr. 
Ford.” 
The California Poll reported 
today that many of the state’s 
Republicans are not happy with 
the Ford-Rockefeller combina­ 


tion for 1976 They would like 
former 
governor 
Ronald 
Reagan to have one spot on 
the ticket. 


Given a choice of seven

for Reagan and 30 per cent for 
President Gerald Ford.

Ryan's fastball 
cause for fear 
and loathing

NEW YORK (UPI i — Nolan Ryan throws 
a baseball harder than anybody in the game 
today. He has done it enough, heard about it 
enough and read about it enough so that he 
can keep a perfectly straight face when some

Nolan Ryan had no quick answer for that 
one.

wasn't saymg anything 
substantially different than anyone else who 
has ever faced the California Angels smoke- 
baller says American League hitters talk 
about Ryan's incredible speed all the time. 
They’re aware he has a control problem and 
they 
talk 
apprehensively 
about 
the 
possibility they dread most—getting hit in 
the head by one of his fastballs. 
Ryan doesn’t give that too much thought 
Purposely. 
“It would take away from my pitching,’ he 
says. 
Only one major leaguer, shortstop Ray 
Chapman of Cleveland, ever was killed by a 
pitch, and that was back in 1920 when he was 
hit in the head by Carl Mays, a right-handed

Yankees, Seventeen years later, Detroit’s 
Mickey Cochrane had his career terminated 
when his skull was fractured in three places 
by a ball thrown by Bump Hadley of the 
Yankees. 
Closest Ryan ever came to any such 
tragedy was last year when one of his 
fastballs nailed Boston second baseman 
Doug Griffin behind his left ear Knocked 
unconscious, Griffin was removed to the 
intensive care unit of one of Boston’s 
hospitals and missed 51 games 
It was a harrowing experience for Griffin, 
one he’ll never forget the rest of his life, but 
he doesn’t blame Ryan for what happened. 
"He’s a very thoughtful guy. He’s gotta lot 
of class,’’ Griffin says of the Angels’ 
overpowering right-hander. “When he hit 
me, he called my wife, Nancy, and said he 
was sorry, he hadn’t done it on purpose. He 
called the hospital and tried to speak with 
me, but they wouldn’t let him because I was 
in intensive care 
He really showed me 
something. My wife appreciated what he did 
and so did my family.” 
Ryan struck out Griffin the first time the 
Boston second baseman faced him after he 
came back but Griffin singled his second 
time up So far this year, he hasn’t gotten a 
hit off Ryan in three times up against him. 
When you talk to Doug Griffin now. he 


speaks openly and frankly about the way he 
feels about facing Ryan 
“I don’t think about what happened. ” he 
says “ I did the first time I went up against 
him after I came back last year, but I don't 
anymore. As far as my ideas about him as a 
pitcher generally, I think I feet the same way 
most of the other hitters do There aren’t too 
many guys you don’t want to face, but I’d 
have to say he’s one I won’t mention any 
names, but one guy on the Kansas City club 
told me he went to the manager and said he

pitching ” 
Sandy Koufax pitched four no-hitters, the 
same number as Ryan. He says Ryan is a 
good bet to pitch a few more. Dick Williams, 
the Angels' manager, Bob Feller, Ralph 
Kiner and many others say the same thing 
What does it actually feel like to face Ryan 
when he's firing those dum-dum bullets? 
“I kind of feel when you're going against 
him, you're going against a guy who can 
overpower you completely,” says Doug 
Griffin. “ His stuff is so good, you feel you 
don't have a chance up there. I just try to 
make contact. It’s not only that he throws so 
hard, he's got such good breaking stuff, too. 
When he's throwing strikes, he is the best 
pitcher I’ve ever faced. When he’s wild, 
you’ve got a chance You can get to him, 
maybe ”

Pele suits up with Cosmos 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Superstar Pele officially rejoined 
the world of soccer today. 
The 34-year-old Brazilian, who retired from competitive 
soccer last year after 17 years with Santos of Sao Paulo and 
the Brazil national team, signed a three-year, $4 7 million 
contract with Warner Communications Inc to play for the 
New York Cosmos, ending one of the wildest chases in the 
history of the sport 
Clive Toye. the Cosmos’ general manager, began his 
pursuit of Pele’s services after failing to sign Northern 
Ireland international George Best during the winter. During 
the last 2 ^ months Toye made several trips to Brazil and 
one to Rome, Italy, to talk terms with the Brazilian, who 
finally agreed to come out of retirement after the New York 
club offered him, “the sun, the moon and the stars...” 
Phil Woosnam, commissioner of the North American 


Soccer League and a former opponent of Pele’s, was among 
the officials present when Pele joined the Cosmos at a mid­ 
town restaurant. 
Woosnam saw nothing wrong in the Cosmos paying Pele 
$4 7 million—the highest salary paid any team athlete in the 
history of U.S. sport—but he was quick to note: “Pele is not 
being paid that sum just to play soccer. ” 
Terms of the contract call for Pele to appear in a national 
advertising campaign in behalf of Warner Communications, 
the Cosmos owners who are in the recording business. 
Woosnam noted the arrival of Pele will help boost 
attendance in the NASL and possibly hasten the day of a 
television contract. 
CBS responded by announcing Monday it would televise 
Pele’s June 15 debut for the Cosmos in an exhibition against 
the Dallas Tornado at Downing Stadium in New York.

How Marshall 
cured Fran's 
ailing wing

LOS ANGELES - (NEA) - In the 
fourth game of the last football season, 
before a national television audience 
and 
against 
the 
Dallas 
Cowboys, 
Francis Tarkenton threw passes as 
strongly and accurately as he has in his 
35 years on earth. 
That night was when the trouble 
began A throbbing between the elbow 
and the shoulder on the outside of his 
right arm. And then the sharp pain 
So 
when 
the 
Minnesota 
Vikings 
assembled for practice the following 
Tuesday and Francis had to make his 
first trial toss, the ball fluttered 10 yards 
then flopped crazily to the ground like a 
feather out of control. 
“I couldn’t,” he remembers, “throw 
more than 10 yards without excruciating 
pain. We rested it, got all kinds of heat 
treatments — and nothing worked. 
“ It would be embarrassing to warm 
up before a game. I couldn’t throw an 
out’ ball.” 
An “Out” ball is the bread-and-butter 
pass of every working quarterback, 
when a receiver cuts sharply to the 
sideline before the defender can get to 
him and the passer must deliver the ball 
on the nose Because the football field is 
53 and one-third yards wide, even if the 
quarterback stands at midpoint, the 
“out” pass on a tangent must travel at 
least 30 yards and have some mustard 
on it or an alert defensive back can step 
up and intercept it. 
Tarkenton played out the remaining 10 
games of the '74, plus three more which 
took him through the Super Bowl, with 
that weak arm. In the heat of combat 
the adrenalin flows and a player forgets 
the trauma of pain momentarily. “I 
threw whatever I had to throw, though I 
wasn't as sharp as I hau been or could 
have been.” 
The Vikings, as it turned out, even 
with a flawed flinger, were only 10 
points short of being the best team in all 
football. 
All this pertains right now because 
Francis Asbury Tarkenton has a dream 
— to become the most prolific and 
successful passer in the history of 
professional football — and that dream 
is attainable because of recent as­ 
sociation with another man who uses 
his arm in a throwing motion to making 
a living. 
Mike Marshall is a relief pitcher for 
the Los Angeles Dodgers who pitched in 
a record number of 106 games last year 
and won the Cy Young award. 


Between seasons he is a professor of 
kinesiology 
a t 
M ichigan 
State 
University and he knows as much as 
anyone about the mechanics of anatomy 
in relation to the throwing motion. 


“When the season is over,” reviews 
Tarkenton, “ the classical thing for 
quarterbacks is to rest the arm, which I 
did for a month and it got worse. It hurt 
all the time, without throwing. The area 
of pain was too high to be tennis elbow, 
too low to be bursitis. Nobody really 
knew what it was. 


“I’d read about Mike Marshall and so 
had my trainer, Fred Zamberletti, get in 
touch with him. I talked to Mike, and he 
said he wanted to spend two days with 
me. I saw him in March. " 


There were extensive X-rays taken. 
Then Marshall took Fran on a tour of the 
Michigan State anatomy department for 
one 
whole 
afternoon, 
examining 
cadavers, explaining to the Viking 
quarterback 
the 
muscles 
used 
in 
throwing and how they work. 


“He knew what my problem was,” 
says Fran. “ A muscle behind my right 
shoulder controls the stopping motion 
when I throw. That muscle was not 
strong enough and probably never had 
been to take the forward motion of my 
arm. I had a sore arm my senior year in 
college 
and 
it 
comes 
and 
goes 
periodically. 


“So the problem was to strengthen 
that muscle. He put me on a training 
program of light weights. I do 10 
minutes a day 
to strengthen 
the 
throwing muscles. 
“ He also showed me some new 
techniques which he’d found helpful in 
getting distance throwing the football. 
Within a week I could throw without 
pain. I’d never throw until the first of 
May and then not regularly until June. 
His analysis is interesting: the muscles 
that you use throwing are like anything 
else. If you don’t use them, they will 
deteriorate. You’ve got to keep them 
built up. He thinks 1’U increase the 
strength in my arm 10 to 15 per cent this 
year. 
“I’m not saying he’s the Messiah, but 
he’s the only guy I've talked to about the 
throwing 
motion 
who’s made 
any 
sense.” 
That sense translates to three records 
which are within Tarkenton’s range in 
1975. He needs only 387 more attempts to 
break John Unitas' all-time record of 
5,186 passes. If he completes 173 of 
them, he’ll surpass Unitas’ mark of 2,830 
completions. And 25 touchdown passes 
will also break Unitas’ record of 290. All 
of those are expectable goals this fall. 


They 
really 
mean 
something 
personally to a man who was considered 
too frail, at 6 feet and 185 pounds, to last 
long in professional football and (he has 
never missed a game because of injury) 
whose arm was never considered strong 
enough to throw the long pass required 
in pro ball. He’ll eventually pass Unitas’ 
record for total yardage, too, and for 
one who wasn’t supposed to be a winner, 
he has carried the Vikings to the Super 
Bowl twice. 


His teammates have a fond nickname 
for Fran Tarkenton. They call him 
“ Muscles."

Williams typecast out of job

NEW YORK - (N E A )- “A 
ball player who looks good in 
the uniform, he’s nice and 
handsome, hits the ball nine 
miles over the roof in batting 
practice — guys like that play 
in the major leagues for 10, 15 
years,” 
Walt 
Williams, 
sometime New York Yankee 
outfielder, said recently. 
“You know, the guys that the 
uniform stretches tight over 
the bone and the socks are way 
up high. Me, I have bow legs 
and I’m short and I don’t look 
too good in my uniform and I 
don’t wear my socks right. 
Managers think I look like a 
bench player. 
“They say, ‘He’s short, man, 
he can’t play every day.’ 
Maybe I should wear elevator 
spikes.” 
Perhaps, 
as 
another 
philosophizer 
named 
Milton 
once 
remarked, 
these 
are 
words clothed in reason’s garb. 
For after seven weeks into the 
baseball season, the 5-foot-6, 
195-pound Williams was batting 
.429 — but had batted only 21 
times. 


His 
eight-year 
big-league 
career hitting average is a 
highly respectable .269, though 
with few homers. He batted 
.305 in his best season in the big 
leagues, in 1969. Yet he is the 
fifth outfielder for the Yankees 
and, because in spring training 
he realized the team needed a 
backup second baseman, he 
willingly turned backup second 
baseman. Before that, he was 
given no chance to make the 
club, according to manager Bill 
Virdon. 


Things looked so bleak, in 
fact, that Williams was not 
even 
photographed for the 
baseball 
bubblegum 
cards. 
“When you got a set spot, you 
don’t worry about little things 
like being on a baseball card,” 
said Williams, seated now on 
the stool before his locker. 
“But when you’re on the brink 
like me, it becomes a gigantic 
thing. 
“The baseball card people 
weren’t going to bother with

Williams,” Virdon has said 
So why doesn't Williams play 
more? Is it only because he is 
not Adonis in double knits9 
For one thing, his brevity in 
the outfield persuaded some 
managers he couldn’t reach

“My line drives gave me the 
chance.” 
And whenever there was a 
shakeup when a club wasn’t 
going well — such as with the 
Cardinals, 
White 
Sox 
and 
Indians — “I was always the 
one shook out,” says Williams. 
“And it makes me so mad. 
I’m making less than thirty 
thousand dollars a year. It’s 
embarrassing. Some guys I’m 
better than are triplin' my 
salary. 


Last season he went 84 
straight 
games 
without 
playing. “The only fun I had 
when I’d come to the park 
three, hours before the ball 
game and hit in the cage with 
the bat boy. We played a game 
called base hits. He kept me 
going. It seemed like he was 
the only one else who cared 
about me.”

Ocean fishing 
on hot streak 


By M.C. Cockshott 


Large crowds of curious folks are gathering around the docks in 
the Santa Barbara Harbor as the fishing boats come in 
Seems that the catches have to be seen to be believed. 
“ It’s just incredible,” says Fred Benko, whose SEA Landing is 
hauling in its share of fish 
SEA Landing’s official tally 
for Sunday, for 98 fishermen on 
three boats, was 1,445 rock fish, 
one white sea bass, 50 ocean 
white fish, 35 sheephead and six 
halibut. 
The “ M arsay,” with five 
fishermen 
aboard, 
brought 
home 29 lings, one weighing 36 
pounds, all caught off San 
Miguel with jigs. 
Calico bass are hitting at 
Naples Reef, and small boaters 
are hauling in halibut. One 
gentleman in a rowboat was 
well within the harbor limits 
when he pulled in a 20-pound 
halibut. 
A party of 19 caught 132 bass at Naples Thursday. 
On the Avila Beach front, salmon fishing is picking up. Last 
week 47 boats brought in 84 fish, several going 30 pounds or better. 
Calm seas reported all along the coast. 
Port San Luis Sportsfishing reports bottom fishing is still tops. 
With the better weather, the run to Point Sal and Purissima is an 
easy trip, if somewhat long. Big lings are running over 20 pounds. 
We notice that the live bait tanks in Avila Harbor are being 
readied for the fishing season. 
Freshwater fishing 
Lopez Lake has been fairly good on medium-size trout, with best 
results achieved by trolling. Some good-sized bass have been 
caught, mostly on plastic worms, in the Wittenburg Arm of the 
lake. 
Margarita Lake reports black bass hitting in the far end of the 
lake among the tules. Some catfish and crappie are being caught 
in the White Oak Flat area 
Nacimiento Lake has recovered from the heavy holiday week 
angling pressure, and white bass are beginning to show up again 
in most any parts of the lake. Black bass up to two pounds are 
being caught, mostly on plastic worms. Catfish are in the shallow 
muddly holes and in the Bee Rock area. 
There is wonderful fishing in this large and popular lake, but it 
takes time to find out where the fish are, and what type tackle to 
use. 
We often hear anglers express their disgust ot a lake after one 
day’s fishing with no luck in a spot they thought might be a good 
one. They should have done a little prospecting before sitting 
down to serious fishing There is often some old-timer who knows 
the water and is free with good advice 
Help needed 
The Department of Fish and Game has instituted a non-game 
Support Effort program, and will accept donations of $5 or more 
towards a program to support non-game wildlife with such 
measures as conservation education services, law enforcement, 
management, and habitual acquisition. 
The land and water on which wildlife lives is everywhere in 
danger of overdevelopment. Fish and wildlife don’t belong to the 
hunter and fisherman alone. They are everyone’s business, and 
what is needed now is dollars. 
The early deer season for Zone A, which includes Santa Barbara 
and San Luis Obispo counties, is Aug. 2 to Sept. 14. Limit is two 
bucks. Inland season is Sept. 27 to Oct. 19. Limit is one buck, three 
points or better

Additionally, 
the 
system 
should 
benefit 
from

enjoyment of more voters 
turning out to assist in the 
choosing of their governors. 


President Ford looks to be 
the favorite of the Republican 
Party, while, for the Demos, 
and others either to the right 
or left of center, Kennedy is 
being mentioned as draftee 
when the convention locks up 
over 
either 
C arter, 
or 
Wallace, or Jackson, or.... 
Interesting. 


But not nearly so interesting 
as what we, right here in 
California, are going to have 
the 
opportunity 
to 
decide 
come June, and possibly in 
November as well. We could 
have a choice between a safe, 
known-quantity Senator, John 
Tunney, and a person whose 
radical exhortations and life 
style became the basis for one 
of the more infamous anti­ 
war—antiestablishment 
groups of the violent 60 s...the 
Students for a Democratic 
Society, or SDS as they were 
more commonly known. 
Tom Hayden has declared 
his 
intentions 
to 
run 
for 
Tunney’s Senate 
seat. 
We 
have read several accounts of 
Hayden s handling of himself 
at news conferences, and have 
had occasion to peruse the 
more basic of his current 
ideals 
and 
ideas, 
which 
presumably would form the 
nucleus of his campaign and 
his office, were he elected. We 
don’t see the old radicalism, 
but a more realistic, more 
“ m oderate” 
if 
you

approach to what Hayden sees 
as the problems of the world, 
and 
to 
w hat 
the 
U.S. 
responsibilities are in them 


and for them. 
A republican challenger has 
not, yet, come to the fore. 
Houston Flournoy and Robert 
Fi nch 
have 
both 
been 
prominently 
mentioned 
as 
p o s s i b l e s , 
b u t 
a r e 
unannounced at this time. 
B u t 
no 
m a t t e r 
t he 
republican 
candidate, 
and, 
finally, no m atter which of the 
other announced candidates 
ultimately runs for Tunney’s 
seat in November, we feel the 
candidacy of Tom Hayden 
speaks well for the U.S. and 
for what can be accomplished 
within the guidelines of its 
system 
of 
operation 
and 
existence. 
Six years ago Tom Hayden, 
or those allegedly speaking 
for him, advocated the tearing 
down of the system. Perhaps 
he still advocates the tearing 
down of the system, a not 
altogether unthinkable idea if 
undertaken 
selectively, 
the 
difference now being Hayden 
wants to try it from a U.S. 
Senator’s seat rather than 
from the streets. We look 
forward 
to 
hearing 
more 
about his mission, and about 
how he wishes to accomplish 
it.

flexible 
give-and-take 
that 
was 
Kissinger’s objective in his shuttle 
diplomacy seeking an Israeli-Egyptian 
accord. 
That is the grave handicap imposed on 
Ford’s meeting with Egypt’s president 
Anwar Sadat at Salzburg. President 
Ford’s goodwill, evident in everything 
he does, is therefore his chief asset. An 
even 
more 
important 
asset 
is 
Kissinger’s friendship with Sadat, built 
up in long sessions in Cairo, when the 
two examined the delicate balance 
between war and peace and the hope for 
a first step in an ultimate settlement. 
The contrast is marked with the 
scarcely veiled hostility in Israel where 
the American Secretary of State is 
charged with putting the blame on 
Jerusalem 
for 
the 
breakdown 
of 
negotiation. 
For European statesmen with long 
memories or a knowledge of the history 
of the 
’20s, 
the impasses between 
Executive and Legislative over energy 
and a dozen others matters suggests a 
fateful analogy. Woodrow Wilson came 
to Europe at the end of World war I to 
embrace a 
League of Nations and 
assure Europe of America’s continuing 
role in keeping the peace. The United 
States Senate killed the League and set a 
course of isolationism that ended with 
Hitler and the Second World War. 
There is, of course, no real parallel 
here. Wilson was arrogant with power, 
bemused by the adulation of a Europe 
looking to him to heal the terrible 
wounds of war, and later he was sick and 
helpless. New and untried, the first un­ 
elected president in our history, Ford 
has the courage of his resolutiorf. The 
qualities that stand him in good stead: 
integrity, candor, a patent honesty, have 
come through in his exchanges in 
Brussels. 
Now and then he makes gaffes, as 
when in his interview with the foreign 
journalists he seemed to read Portugal 
out of NATO. But his bloopers are 
testimony to his honesty of purpose. All 
the 
cliches 
about 
the 
American 
character come to mind as he speaks 
with that slow deliberate speech out of 
Grand Rapids. 
This is a first essay in a round of face- 
to-face foreign policy: 
the kind of 
summitry that a master of the art like 
Dean Acheson deplored. The value of the 
Brussels merry-go-round is still to be 
demonstrated But for the President — 
on television at every turn — it is a show 
of action that the Congress cannot rival. 


The m issile at Ingram Park shot back 
into the local news last week when the 
City Council voted to remove and 
demolish the landmark. 
That action doubtless pleased many 
because many have long complained of 
the Titan’s unkempt 
and 
declining 
appearance while some residents just 
can’t appreciate the missile in any state 
— maintained or not. 
Too, there is a fraction around town 
who have an unabiding affection for the 
projectile as a fitting monument “to 
commemorate this area's heyday of 
ICBM development at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base.’’

The Titan is a subject of controversy 
in Lompoc, but, personally, I would like 
to see another controversy take its 
place. That would be a lively contention 
over the barn owned by Mrs. Johnsen on 
Highway 246, near Buellton 
In 1973, while researching the Lompoc 


Valley’s numerous barns for a story on 
the same, I discovered an amazing fact 
about the old, long redwood barn, which 
is quite visible from the road; and I 
never fail to marvel over the building 
every time I pass by it. 
Should someone be riding with me I 
inevitably turn and say, “See that barn? 
Which half do you think was built first?” 
The rider spies the barn’s broad roof 
and observes it is indeed odd, for the end 
closest to the highway has plainly 
deteriorated; its shingles have peeled 
off 
in 
many 
spots, 
leaving 
the 
underbeams exposed. 
The other half, however, is well 
preserved as not one shingle is missing 
or out of place. There is an abrupt point 
on the roof that denotes the start of the 
difference. 
Consequently, it is only logical that 
this half was built many years after $ e 
first half. 
“The 
closest 
half,” 
the 
rider 
inevitably answers. 
With infinite satisfaction, 1 reply, 
“ Nope.” 
“Phew,” he’ll retort. 
“No, really. I know from talking to the 
owner that the closest end was built in 


1931 and the far half was built in 1912.” 
Then the rider will sit back and 
contemplate 
the 
meaning 
of 
this 
paradox, as I still do 
Mrs. Johnsen’s barn is worthy of a 
great controversy, but it will never be 
the subject of one. No one will ever push 
a petition calling for the preservation 
and recognition of it as a monument to 
the virtue of craftsmanship and an 
example of the decline of craftsmanship 
in America, a reminder of what we can 
do or not do. 
And no one will approach the City 
Council to demand that the building be 
tom down as a threat to the Gross 
National Product which has grown to 
great proportions because of the notion 
that it is better for the economy to turn 
out more that is bad than to turn out less 
that is good.

The announcement last week that 
teachers and other school personnel 
may 
qualify 
for 
unemploym ent 
compensation 
during 
the 
summer 
triggered a flurry of activity at the 
Lompoc branch of the Employment 
Development Department Monday. 
Branch chief Janie 
Bunn said she hadn’t 
received any official 
d irection 
on the 
m atter 
from 
her 
superiors, 
but was 
familiar with the new 
legislation 
or law, 
whichever it was. She 
said 
some teachers 
and 
instructional 
aides 
had 
applied 
Monday morning and 
were being told their 
cla im s 
would 
be 
considered, 
pending 
clarification 
of 
the 
regulations. She said 
th ere w as 
som e 
q u e s tio n 
a b o u t 
whether a 
teacher 
under 
contract 
to 
teach in the fall would 
be eligible. 
All this reminded me of the action a 
year or so ago when instructional aides 
w e re 
g ra n ted 
u n e m p lo y m e n t 
compensation during the summer. The 
eligibility under the law at that time was 
based 
on

assumption that there was just enough 
uncertainty for their future as to 
constitute an aura of being unemployed.

arrived in the mail. 


Ms. Linger was LEA president when 
California Teachers Association filed 
the lawsuit on behalf of the local 
teachers organization.

There is still another important local 
case pending in superior court. Judge 
Robert L. Trapp Jr., must issue a final 
decree in a lawsuit based on Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers contention that 
intermediate teachers (fourth, fifth and 
sixth grades > were being discriminated 
against because they have a slightly 
longer day 
in 
the classroom than 
teachers of other grades. Trapp ruled 
against the LFT on that one in his 
intended decision. 


In an explanation of his action, Smith 
told this reporter that he still believed 
as he did when he wrote his intended 
decision that the school board should not 
be obligated to meet and confer on the 
question but that recent court cases 
could not be ignored.
